Circuit’ Attorney Canvasses 
Returns of Levee Wards, 
Where Gangs Ruled. 





HE SUSPECTS FRAUD 





Stone Given Virtually All of 
the Ballots in Several 
Precincts. 





Circuit Attorney Sager is preparing 
to start a vigorous investigation in the 
precincts of the river wards where top- 
heavy returns for Stone for United 
States Senator were made. 

In one precinct of the Fourth Ward 
Stone was credited with 300 votes and 
Gov. Folk with none. The Circuit At- 
torney’s office does not believe this 
was an honest return. 

A careful examination is now being 
made of the returns in the river wards 
and wherever there is suspicion of 
fraud the judges, clerks, watchers and 
police officers on duty will be called 
before the grand jury. 

Mr. Sager is temporarily out of the 
city, but in his absence Seebert G. 
Jones, who was elected to succeed him 
at Tuesday’s election, is in charge. 


Jones te Continue Inquiry. 
“The Circuit Attorney’s office will 


continue its unrelenting .prosecution of 
election frauds,” said Mr. Jones to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. 

“We are gathering evidence now for 
presentation to the grand jury. I am 
satisfied that the return of 300 to noth- 
ing in favor of Senator Stone in the 
Fourth Ward precinct is not correct. 

“The judges and clerks in this pre- 
cinct will be called before the grand 
jury and a thorough investigation will 
be made. If Gov. Folk would institute 
a contest we could get the ballot boxes 
open and then find out to a certainty 
whether any frauds were committed in 
behalf of his opponent. 

“If evidence of fraud is found, every 
judge, Republican and Democratic, and 
every other person connected with it 
will be presecuted.” 

Indicted Men Fearful, 

The success of Mr. Sager in convicting 
persons indicted for election frauds has 
thoroughly alarmed many of the other 
persons now accused, and they fear that 
their bondsmen may surrender them to 
the court. 

If this happens many of the indicted 
eelction officials and repeaters will 
have to remain in Jail until they are 
tried. 

Uniawful Agreement Alleged. 

The Circuit Attorney's office will also 
investigate the report that in certain 
precincts the Democratic and Repub- 
lican judges agreed that the Democrat- 
ic judges should count the ballots in 


| the Stone-Folk contest and that the Re- 


publican judges should count them in 
the Kerens-McKinley-Kennish centest. 
This sort of arrangement, if carried 
out, was in violation of the law. Every 
judge and every clerk is responsible for 
the accuracy of the count of the votes. 
An agreement of this kind would have 
opened the way for fraud, and if it was 
perpetrated in pursuance of guch an ar- 
rangement all the election officials will 
be subject to indictment and prosecu- 
tion,

The General Committee now has a 
debt of $113,199, contracted for mission 
work, and Dr. A. B. Leonard, corres- 
ponding secretary for Africa, moved 
that out of the $1,060,000 the committee 
get aside $112,199 to pay off the debt. 

Appropriation Protested. 

This raised a storm of protest on the 
floor, members urging that this would 
mean a reduction of 15 per cent in the 
mission work for 1900. The matter was 
still in debate when luncheon adjourn- 
ment was taken. |

While Mr. Taft’s popular plurality is more than 
1,100,000, it is estimated that the combined plu- 
ralities against the Democratic state tickets are 
little more than +00,000—a difference of 700,000 
against Mr. Bryan personally. 

There are few states in which he did as well 
as in 1900. He has brought Nebraska with eight 
electoral votes into the Democratic column, but 
has lost Missouri with 18 electoral votes, although 
in 1900 he carried Missouri by 37,000/ Even the 
Southern States, which were responsible for Mr. 
Bryan's nomination this year, were not greatly 
interested in voting for him. Only Kentucky 
gives him ah increased plurality over 1900. In 
all the others except Maryland, which he seems 
to have carried by a few score votes, there is a 
slump varying from thousands to tens of thou- 
sands. / 

In the Eastern States Mr. Bryan fared worse 
than in 1900. In New York he lost the city, which 
he carried eight years ago, and Taft’s plurality in 
the State exceeds McKinley’s 1900 plurality by 
60,000. The Pacific Coast States followed the At- 
lantic Coast States in inereasing their anti-Bryan 
plurality. In the Middle West Mr. Bryan aver- 


paged only a little better than in 1900. What he 


gained in Ohio, Indiana, Iowa and Wisconsin he 
lost in Illinois, where Mr. Taft has 175,@00, against 
Mr. McKinley’s 95,000. 3 

It was a Democratic defeat Tuesday, but the 
element of disaster is Mr. Bryan’s own property. 
So far as the Democratic party is concerned, the 
situation is very encouraging. It is rid of Mr. 
Bryan's perpetual candidacy. It has won great 
victories in Ohio, Indiana, Minnesota and North 
Dakota, where it elected its candidates for Gov- 
ernor in spite of the Republican majorities for 
President.

OR most of those who déliberatel y seck to learn to write, words seem 
= generally to be felt as of less importance than the art of arranging 
them.. It is thus that the learner in writing tends to become the de- 
voted student of grammar and syntax. That is indeed a tendency which 
always increases. Civilization develops with a conscivus adhesion to form- 
al order, and the writer—writing by fashion or by anibition, and not by di- 
vine right of creative instinct—follows the course of civilization. It is an 


] unfortunate tendency, for those. whom it affects conquer by their number 


As we know, writing that is real is not learned that way. Just as the solar 
System was not made in accordance with the astronomer’s laws, so writing 
is not made by the laws of grammar. Astronomer and grammarian alike 
can only come in at the end, to give a generalized description of what 
usually happens in the respective flelds it pleases'them to explore. When a 
new comet, cosmic or literary, enters their sky, it is their descriptions 
which have to be readjusted, and not the comet. There seems to be no 
more pronounced mark of the decadence of a people and its literature than 
@ servile and rigid subserviency to rule. It can only make for ossification 
for anchylosis, for petrification, all the milestones on the road of death. In 
every age of democratic plebianism, where each man thinks he is as good a 
writer as the others, and takes his laws from the others, having no laws of 
his own nature, it is down this steep path that men, in a flock, inevtiably

FRENCH INCIDENT ENDS 





Germany Worsted Because 
She Could Not Make an 
Armed Demonstration. 





BERLIN, Nov. 6.—The culmination of 
a week of protest against the diplomatic 
errors of Emperor William came today 
in a daring declaration by Maximilian 
Harden, editor of Die Zukunft, that 
‘the Kaiser either curb his tendency 
to engage in controversial politics or 
abdicate the German throne.” 

The utterance is considered the bold- 
est that ever appeared in a German 
newspaper, and produced a wonderful 
sensation. 

The “Casa Blanca incident”’ has occa- 
sioned bitter comment. It is now re- 
garded as closed in a triumph for 
French diplomacy. Two German citi-: 
zens, members of the French Foreign 
Legion in Africa, deserted and sought 
refuge in a German consulate. They 
were arrested there and the German 
consular agent was beaten by the 
French police. 
France escaped from the vexatious 
reprimand the soldiers who had mis- 
treated the Consul. For a time it was 
feared international complications might 
result, but Germany found herself tn a 
position where an armed demonstration 
could not be made.
